‘Lulu Dell Visits the Coroner 
About Abe Cohen’s Death. 


BOY’S FATHER SUSPECTED. 


Another Child Says Cohen Choked 
the Boy to Death on 
the House Top. 


There was a startling development this 
afternoon in the mysterious case of little 
Abe Cohen, whose dead body was found in 
a vacant lot nearly two miles from his home 
at daybreak Tuesday morning. 

At 10 o’clock this afternoon a bright, pretty 
little girl called at the Coroner’s office and 
asked to see Coroner Atkinson. She told 
him her name was Lulu Dell, that she is 
13 years old and lives with her parents at 
1908 Biddle street. Then she made the fol- 
lowing statement, which was taken down by 
the Coroner’s clerk and sworn to. It reads: 

“Yesterday mofning about 10:30 o'clock, 
April 244, I went to Mr. Cohen’s house to see 
the body of the little boy. When I arrived 


Mrs. Cohen told me the body was at the 
Morgue. When I was going home her Ittle 
son Ike was standing at the head of the 
stairs crying. I asked him where his broth- 
er was, and he said he was dead. I asked 
Ike whe killed him, and he said his father 
choked him to death on the roof, and his 
father took him away in a wagon. When 
I came home I told my father and mother 
about it.“ 

As soon as the statement was made a 
copy was sent to the lice. Chief Des- 
mond immediately detailed several detect- 
ives to make a thorough investigation of the 
boy’s death. 

Detective Allender was put in charge, with 
instructions not to lose sight of the father

Ize 
Warner, another boy, who claims to have 
seen Abe carried off, told his story to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday. He lives 
at 807 Morgan street. He said that he was, 
with the Holland boy when Abe was carried 
off. He states that it was before 8 o' clock. 

The Warner boy's father states that Ize 
was back at home by 8 o’clock Monda 
night. The Warner boy claims that the col- 
ored men gave Abe 10 cents. His story was 
elicited only by hard questioning and sug- 
gestions.

NOT YET HERCULEAN. 


The Newly Acquired Strength in the 
Iron Trade. 


NEW YORK, April 2%.—The Iron Age 
says: The feeling in the iron trade is un- 
doubtedly better, but the newly-acquired 
strength is not yet herculean. To some ex- 


tent the actaal advance in prices is asked 
because the start has been made from a 
lower level that sellers have been willing to 
acknowledge. 

Advices from Pittsburg and the valleys in- 
dicate a weakening in Bessemer pig to a 
shade under $10 in the valleys. But it is 
pointed out that the quantities offered are 
not large. Possibly this reaction may stop 
should any serious labor trouble arise over 
the wages of the blast furnacemen in the 
valleys. There has been very little doing 
in the soft steel market, but Inquiries are 
coming in now for the third quarter and for 
the second half of the year. Chicago re- 
ports that orders for 30,000 tons of billets 
are in sight. Very little business of magni- 
tude has been done in any department of the 


finished iron and steel trade in any part of 
the country. Bars and sheets are held at 
higher figures by agreement. 

Quite a lively business has been done in 
Southern pig iron, our Cincinnati corres- 
pondent noting sales of about 50,000 tons, of 
which 30,00 tons was done by one house. 
Chicago, too, reports a heavy business, both 
in local and Southern trons. 

The leading Southern furnace companies, 
according toour Birmingham correspondent, 
have actually made sales at an advance. In 
other markets the matter has not appar- 
ently progressed quite so far.

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LIGHT ON CLEVELAND'S VIEWS. 


Light is thrown on President. Cleve- 
land’s money views by the apparently au- 
thoritative report that he will not accept 
an invitation for the United States to

conference because of the wording of 
the Congressienal enactment empowering 
him to do so and to appoint three dele- 
gates. 

The President's objection to the enact- 
ment is said to be that it would commit 
the United States in any such conference 
to the support of free silver coinage. But 
it commits the United States to free coin- 
age only under an international agree- 
ment providing for the “fixity of the 
relative value between gold and silver, 
as money, by means of a common ratio 
between those metals.” 

This is international bimetallism which 
the United States have been striving for 
and which was supposed to be the ulti- 
mate object of the Cleveland Administra- 
tion and of all the so-called sound 
money men. No Democrat was suspected 
of opposing international bimetallism 
and favoring unconditional gold mono- 
metallism until Secretary Morton put 
forth the remarkable utterance which the 
President repudiated. No other object 
except the establishment of free coinage 
of silver by international agreement has 
heretofore been dreamed of in connection 
with axmonetary’conference. 

‘But, if this report be true, if the Presi- 
dent. declines to commit the United 
States to free coinage under international 
agreement, or to permit them to partici- 
pate in a conference called for this object, 
but insists that in any conference the 
United States delegates may be free to 
vote for any policy, even the indorse- 
ment of the gold conspiracy by inter- 
national approval, he is not an interna- 
tional or any other sort of bimetallist, 
but a gold monometallist, and Secretary 
Morton has correctly represented him,

Aim of Durant’s Attorneys in the 
! Church Murders.

aN YNANCISco, Cal., April 25.—About 
the only tangible evidence against W. H. T. 
Durant, the medica] student, accused of 
having killed Marian Williams in Emanuel 
Baptist Church, that has been adduced in 
the preliminary examination so far is that 
the prisoner was better acquainted with 
the dead girl than he at first would ac- 
knowledge. It has been shown that he lied 
in regard to that particular point. There 
has been no positive identification of Du- 
rant as having been seen about the church 


where the murders occurred during the 
evening when the deed was committed. 
Many witnesses are yet to come, however. 
Rev. J. George Gibson, the preacher of the 
church, had a long siege in the witness box 
yesterday, and he Was returned to the rack 
again this morning. The District Attor- 
ney’s questions to the minister did not de- 
tain him long, but the cross-examination 
seemed interminable. Dr. Gibson did not 
enjoy himself. The lawyers were austere 
with him and the Judge was sarcastic. 

Gen. Dickinson, attorney for the defense, 
took the preaeher over the whole course of 
his life, from his birth in Edinburgh to the 
day of the discovery of Minnie Williams’ 
bloody body in his church, and every ques- 
tion seemed to veil an insinuation. 

The minister answered promptly, but was 
disposed to be exceedingly exact in his 
Answers. He fidgeted a good deal. 

Everybody enjoyed the parson’s discom- 
fiture. The District Attorney, to be sure, 
did put in one objection to save him from 
armnoyance, but Judge Conlan swept it aside 
and did some prodding of the pastor him-

The length of the cross-examination and 
the manner of it indicate that Durant's 
lawyers propose to throw the preacher for- 
ward as the center of their theory of the 
murderere—for, of course, when they con- 
tend that Durant did not commit the crimes 
they must supply a possible substitute, and 
Rev. John George Gibson understands just 
what they are about. 

It is hard to perceive just how the defense 
will connect the preacher with this murder, 
for he was at the party of Emanuel 
Church oy people at Dr. Vogel's house 
that night from 7:30 until about 11 o'clock, 
while Durant, who should have been there 
to act as secretary, did not appear until 
after 9:30.

FERGUSON FIRE SWEPT. 


Business Portion Damaged $30,000 by 
an Early Morning Blaze. 


The little suburban town of Ferguson, 
fifteen miles north of this city, had 
narrow escape from total destruction by 
fire early Thursday morning.

& Bro. and the meat market and residence 
of Gabriel Tiffin, on; wens g were totally 
destroyed. All ot the burned buildings were 
two-story frame structures. 

The Nitebling Building contained the gro- 
cery store of Chas. A. Tush, the barber shop 
of Will Argent, meat market of Fred Bin- 
beutel, the Masonic Hall, in which the 
Royal Arcanum and the on of Honor 
met, the City Hall, Mayor's office and 
United States Post-office. Some mail mat- 
ter in the latter was destroyed, but the 
money and stamps were locked up in the 
safe of the St. Louis County Loan and 
Building Association and are believed to 
have escaped damage.
